LB67 renames the Nebraska Governmental Unit Security Interest Act as the Nebraska Governmental Unit Security Interest and Pledge
Act, defines various terms, and amends provisions of the act. These amendments include changes to provisions relating to the priority
status of liens on and security interest in “bond-pledged revenue sources” (as defined) that represent security and sources of debt
service for debt obligations of Nebraska “governmental units” (as defined). The bill represents no definitive fiscal impact to the state or
its political subdivisions.

LB 67 (Governmental Unit Security Interest and Pledge Act) establishes an automatic priority interest against
all pledged revenue sources used to finance debt payments (bonds) by state or local government, against all
parties having claims against the governmental unit issuing the debt, and regardless of when the bond had been
issued.
